PALIN’S *12? 


Former VP candidate says she’d run for president ‘if there is a door open’

WASILLA, Alaska Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin 
says she wouldn’t hesitate to run for the 
presidency in four years if it’s God’s will, 
even though she never thought Campaign 
2008 would be “as brutal a ride as it turned 
out to be.” 

Ina series of interviews in the wake of last 
Tuesday’s elections, Palin said she had no 
problem with Republican presidential nomi- 
nee John McCain, but she resents rumors she 
said were spread about her and her family by 
the Arizona Republican’s aides. She emphati- 
cally denied that she was a drag on the GOP 
ticket. 

“T think the economic collapse had a heck 
of a lot more to do with the campaign’s col- 
lapse than me personally,” the governor said 
in an interview broadcast Tuesday on NBC’s 
“Today” show. 

Palin also said “There were a lot of times I 
wanted to shout out, ‘Hey, wait a minute, it’s 


not true.’ It’s pretty brutal.” 

Nevertheless, the relatively obscure gover- 
nor of Alaska, whose selection for the ticket 
by McCain in August brought excitement— 
and controversy— to the 2008 campaign, said 
she would be eager to do it all again under the 
right circumstances. 

“I’m like, OK, God, if there is an open door 
for me somewhere, this is what I always pray, 
I’m like, don’t let me miss the open door,” 
Palin said in an interview with Fox News on 
Monday. “And if there is an open door in’12 or 
four years later, and if it is something that is 
going to be good for my family, for my state, 
for my nation, an opportunity for me, then ’ll 
plow through that door.” 

In the wide-ranging interview, Palin said she 
neither wanted nor asked for the $150,000- 
plus wardrobe the Republican Party bank- 
rolled, and thought the issue was an odd one 
at the end of the campaign, considering “what 
is going on in the world today.” 


For anyone who thought Sarah Palin might 
hole up in her home state, think again. Palin 
announced this week that she will be front 
and center at the Republican Governors 
Association annual meeting in Miami this 
week, delivering remarks about “Looking 
Toward the Future” and holding a news 
conference. WASHINGTON POST 


Palin has been mentioned as a possible 
presidential candidate in 2012. She also could 
seek re-election in 2010 or challenge Sen. 
Lisa Murkowski. Still uncertain is the fate 
of Sen. Ted Stevens, who is leading in his 
bid for another term but could be ousted 
by the Senate for his conviction on seven 
felony counts of failing to report more than 
$250,000 in gifts, mostly renovations on his 
home. If Stevens loses his seat, Palin could 
run for it in a special election.

Guess who’s 
back...

After a banishment of nearly two years, 
Chief Illiniwek once again is putting on 
the buckskins, beads and turkey feathers. 

The controversial mascot for the 
University of Illinois is back, if not by 
popular demand. 

Since the University of Illinois Board of 
Trustees banned the 80-year-old mascot 
from sporting events in February 2007, 
citing cultural insensitivity, defenders of 
Chief Illiniwek have been working dili- 
gently toward a resurrection. 

Last spring, a group of former chiefs held 
tryouts to select a new mascot. One dozen 
students tried out—undergoing nearly 8 
weeks of training—before the honor was 
bestowed on then-junior Logan Ponce. 

But what good was that without the 
chief’s traditional regalia? The university 
had locked the original in its archives. Soa 
group called Students for Chief Illiniwek 
paid to have a replica costume made. 

The new mascot decked out in new duds 
will make his debut Saturday after Illinois 
plays Ohio State at Champaign-Urbana. 

The student group paid $4,500 to rent 
Assembly Hall on campus, where Chief 
Illiniwek will perform his traditional 
dance —free for students, $5 for members 
of the public. 

Defenders of the chief expect a big 
turnout and hope for many more appear- 
ances down the line. 

With college costs skyrocketing and 
the job market in shambles, don’t these 
students have greater concerns? 

“I know there are other things going 
on,” said junior Roberto Martell, presi- 
dent of the student group. “But Chief 
Illiniwek is a big priority. It inspired me 
to be acomplete man.”

Cheaper 
commutes? 


Commuters can set aside pre-tax earnings for 
transit benefits, but not all companies offer it

Stung by roller-coaster gas prices, commuters 
in record numbers are hopping aboard buses 
and trains in the Chicago area, but they can 
shave even more off the cost of getting to 
work—as much as $500 a year. 

By setting aside part of their pre-tax earn- 
ings, commuters can help cover transit or 
van-pooling costs. 

The wrinkle is that fewer than 2,000 
Chicago-area companies provide such ben- 
efits to workers, according to the Regional 
Transportation Authority. 

Worried about air quality and traffic con- 
gestion, San Francisco recently became the 
nation’s first to require businesses with more 
than 20 employees to offer transit benefits. 
Experts say Chicago could follow. 


How much do I save? 
Transit benefit plans work just like such 
popular employee programs as medical or 
child-care savings accounts. 

Under federal tax law, a commuter can shel- 
ter up to $115 amonth, or $1,380 a year, in pre- 


tax dollars to help pay commuting expenses. 

By putting aside this money before it’s 
taxed, commuters can save from $300 to 
more $500, depending on their tax bracket. 

For example, a worker making about 
$30,000 a year in the 25 percent tax bracket 
who sets aside $1,380 a year would save $492 
in state and federal taxes. 

Companies benefit because they don’t have 
to pay taxes on the amount employees ear- 
mark for the program. Companies can also 
choose to give workers up to $115 a month 
in tax-free benefits for transit costs. The 
employer still gets the payroll-tax deduction. 

Or employers and employees can share 
the cost of the benefit. Employers benefit 
from the payroll-tax deduction, and employ- 
ees can set aside pre-tax earnings. 


How does it work? 

The program enables companies and 
employees to purchase CTA Transit Cards, 
Chicago Cards or RTA FareChecks, vouch- 
ers that pay for transportation anywhere 
on the RTA system, including Metra, the 
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Fewer than 2,000 Chicago-area 
companies provide transit benefits. 
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South Shore line and certain Amtrak routes. 
Monthly passes and 10-ride tickets for Metra 
are also available. 

The program is administered by a com- 
pany’s human resources department or by a 
third-party benefits provider. 


One commuter’s experience 
Mitchell Scallet, 28, a Lincoln Square resi- 
dent who takes the CTA’s Brown Line to 
work, estimates he saves $400 a year. 

Instead of paying the $1.75 fare, Scallet fig- 
ures he pays only about 95 cents per ride by 
using the benefit program offered through 
his company, the Rosenthal Group. 

The Rosenthal Group, which operates 
seven restaurants in Chicago, began offer- 
ing the transit benefit program in January 
when it looked like the CTA would impose 
stiff fare increases. 


Why doesn’t everyone get it? 
Only 53 percent of employers are aware of 
tax-free commuter benefits, and of those, 
only 46 percent offer the benefit to employ- 
ees, according to one survey. 

Many companies believe they are too 
small to offer the program or don’t feel they 
have the resources or expertise to deal with 
the paperwork, experts say. 

The RTA says the transit benefit program 
has grown steadily, and the agency antici- 
pates a surge in interest, said Phillip Shayne, 
the RTA’s director of regional services. 

Fall is the traditional time for benefit pro- 
gram open enrollments, and fear of anoth- 
er round of gas price increases likely will 
prompt more employees to take advantage 
of the transit option, Shayne said.

They raised a glass in celebration at Goose 
Island Beer Co.’s pioneering North Side brew 
pub Tuesday night: The well-known spot isn’t 
going to close at year’s end. 

John Hall, Goose Island’s founder and chief 
executive, said he reached a last-minute deal 
with the pub’s landlord to stay at 1800 N. 
Clybourn Ave. for three to five years, avert- 
ing the closing of the home for Honker’s Ale 
and other brews. 

“T’m thrilled,” said Hall, who bought every- 
one in the place a beer. “They called me last 
week and said we want to try to do a deal. We 
compromised in a week on something we 
couldn't do for a long time.” 

Hall said he couldn’t talk for the other side, 
but he indicated the weak real estate market 
may have helped get the agreement done. 
In April, Hall had said the landlord, CRM 
Properties Group, had asked for a significant 
rent increase, reflecting the popularity of the 
trendy neighborhood. 

Chris Siavelis, an executive at Deerfield- 
based CRM, couldn’t be reached Tuesday 
night. 

Goose Island, which also makes 312 and 
other brews, was founded as a brew pub in 
1988 at the site. 

The venture was a success, and Goose 
Island built a stand-alone brewery at 1800 W. 
Fulton St. in 1995. 

Since then, the company has focused on 
retail beer sales, though it has continued to 
operate two brew pubs. 

“We’ve been in the business for 20 years, 
and a lot of things have changed,” Hall said. 
“We couldn’t be more pleased about reaching 
an agreement.”

Robert Burgin could use some frontier jus- 
tice— maybe a group of mustachioed cow- 
boys on horseback packing six-shooters. 

He’s willing to try almost anything to chase 
down the cattle rustlers who apparently stole 
five black-and-white Holstein calves from 
his Kane County farm late Friday night. 

Burgin, 45, discovered the theft after a 
sheriff’s deputy arrived at his door to ask 
him about a calf wandering along the highway 
near his home. 

He quickly realized it was his own and 
that the others were nowhere to be found. 
Inside the corn crib, he found their ropes 
had been cut. Tire tracks led to the edge of 
the gate. 

“This doesn’t happen in this day and age,” 
Burgin said. 

Cattle rustling still occurs out west, 
but is “quite unusual” in Ilinois, said John 


Hawkins, a spokesman for the Illinois Farm 
Bureau. Hawkins said it’s been at least 10 
years since he’s heard of cattle being stolen. 

Cattle rustling has “always been a crime of 
opportunity,” Hawkins said, and it is made 
easier in Illinois because ranchers typically 
don’t brand livestock. “It’s kind of like stealing 
a bicycle,” Hawkins said. “Unless you’ve got 
your brand on your cow it’s hard to prove 
ownership.” 

Burgin said he didn’t tag the calves 
because they were still young. The calves, 
which cost about $1,000, would be worth 
$2,500 to $4,500 each as full-grown cows at 
a local farmer’s market, he said. He said he 
would not press charges if the calves were 
returned. 

“It’s shocking,” he said. “It’s almost like 
going back to the middle of Wild, Wild 
West.”

President-elect Obama honored fallen troops 
Tuesday by placing a wreath at a memorial and mak- 
ing a Veterans Day pledge to the many Americans 
who have served in the military. 

“Let us rededicate ourselves to keep a sacred trust 
with all who have worn the uniform of the United 
States of America: that America will serve you as 
well as you have served your country,” Obama said 
in a statement. 

“As your next commander in chief, I promise to 
work every single day to keep that sacred trust with 
all who have served.” 

One week after winning the presidential election, 
Obama took a brief break from his primary tasks 
of planning his administration and monitoring the 
economic crisis to mark Veterans Day at the bronze 
soldiers memorial between the Field Museum and 
Soldier Field in Chicago. 

The Illinois senator, who will inherit wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan from President Bush, was accom- 
panied by Tammy Duckworth, an Iraq war veteran 
who lost her legs in combat. 

She later ran unsuccessfully for Congress and now 
is the Illinois governor’s veterans’ affairs director. 

Ona brisk autumn day, Obama moved a pre-posi- 
tioned wreath a few feet closer to the front of the 
memorial that bore the phrase “dedicated to the 
defenders of our liberty.” 

He and Duckworth bowed their heads briefly and 
then each saluted. 

In his statement Obama praised “the extraor- 
dinary service and selfless sacrifice of our nation’s 
veterans” who have “defended the American people 
and stood up for American values.”

Ho-ho-no: Holiday jobs scarce across the country

NEW YORK The odds of landing a part-time 
job at department store operator Bealls 
Outlet Stores this holiday season are slim- 
mer than getting into Harvard: It’s one out 
of every 45. 

From department stores and convenience 
chains to call centers, managers who only a 
year ago had to scramble to fill holiday jobs are 
seeing a surge in the number of seasoned appli- 
cants— many of them laid off in other sectors 
and desperate for a way to pay the bills. 


The flood of jobseekers comes even as the 
retail industry drastically cuts back on holiday 
hiring because of the drop-off in consumer 
spending. 

“I thought it was going to be pretty 
easy, but I am not the only one looking for 
a job. There are thousands of us going for

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Feds promise mortgage help 


WASHINGTON The government and 

the mortgage industry are launch- 
ing the most sweeping effort yet to help 
troubled homeowners by speeding up 
the process for renegotiating hundreds 
of thousands of delinquent loans held by 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac. 

The Federal Housing Finance Agency, 
which seized control of the two mort- 
gage finance companies in September, 
announced the plan Tuesday. 

“Foreclosures hurt families, their neigh- 
bors, whole communities and the overall

housing market,” said James Lockhart, 
the housing finance agency’s director. “We 
need to stop this downward spiral.” 

The plan could have tremendous impor- 
tance because Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac own or guarantee nearly 31 million 
US. mortgages, or nearly six of every 10 
outstanding. Still, government officials did 
not have an estimate of how many people 
would qualify for the new program. 

The new approach goes into effect 
Dec. 15. To qualify, borrowers would have 
to be at least three months behind on 
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their home loans, and would need to owe 
go percent or more than the home is cur- 
rently worth. Investors who do not occupy 
their homes would be excluded, as would 
borrowers who have filed for bankruptcy. 

Borrowers would get help in several 
ways: The interest rate would be reduced 
so borrowers would not pay more than 
38 percent of their income on housing 
expenses. Another option is for loans to 
be extended from 30 years to 40 years, 
and for some of the principal amount to 
be deferred interest-free.

LONDON The English city of 
Manchester has come up with a 
simple formula it hopes will help keep its 
citizens trim: eat right, get stuff. Exercise, 
get more stuff. 
Manchester is hoping to fight fat with 
a reward system that works like a retail 
loyalty card. But instead of earning credit 
for opening their wallets, residents will 
be rewarded for keeping their feet on the 
treadmill and their fridge stocked with 


healthy food. 

Starting next fall, Manchester residents 
will be able to swipe their rewards cards 
and earn points every time they buy fruits 
and vegetables, use a community swim- 
ming pool, attend a medical screening or 
work out with a personal trainer. Points 
can be redeemed for athletic equipment, 
donations to school athletic departments 
and personal training sessions with local 
athletes.

Rock bottom 


There was reason for optimism when Indiana hired 


former Marquette head coach Tom Crean on April 
2. But so far, the program's been saddled with 

an NCAA infractions report surrounding former 
head coach Kelvin Sampson, had starters Armon 
Bassett and Jamarcus Ellis kicked off the team, 
and lost guard Eric Gordon (Clippers) and 
forward D.J. White (Pistons) to the NBA.

‘Top Chef’ contender talks about 
making the cut, on-camera 
nerves and kitchen disasters

eason 3 of Bravo's “Top Chef” put up-and- 
coming Chicago chefs on the map, with 
local chef Dale Levitski cooking his way 
to a cool second-place finish. Season 4, 
set almost entirely in Chicago, brought 
it home with a win by hometown girl Stephanie Izard. 
Will the tradition continue? That rests entirely on the 
shoulders of Radhika “Rad” Desai, the only Chicago- 


based contestant on Season 5, filmed in New York and 
premiering Wednesday. 

Desai, 28, has been executive chef at Between 
Boutique Cafe and Lounge, an intimate late-night small 
plates spot in Wicker Park, since it opened in mid-2007. 
Though “Top Chef” is about to thrust her into reality 
TV stardom, you'll still find Desai in the kitchen there 
six nights a week, working her eclectic global style. On 
the side, she’s assembling what she calls “kind of a biog- 
raphy-slash-cookbook ... a collection of recipes that 
make me think of different points in my life so far.” 

When we spoke to her by phone last week, she told 
us about finding out she made the cut for Season 5, her 
worst kitchen disaster and more.

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Did you watch “Top Chef” before? Were you a fan? 
Definitely a fan. I religiously watched it. 


What was your favorite season? 

I think Miami was my favorite season. The characters were 
just really fun, and I like how they cooked—their style of 
cooking. ... They had a good energy. 


When did you decide to apply? 

Last season, when I saw it was in Chicago, I was like, “Wow, 
I should have applied.” I didn’t know if I was ready then. ... 
I don’t know if you’re ever ready. But this time I saw that 
they were casting and I decided, what the heck, I’m going 
to go for it. And after a month or so I finally got the call. 


How does that feel, to get that call? 

I was actually walking to work, and I knew it was coming 
any day now, either yes or no. So I saw the California num- 
ber and my heart was pounding. ... I was by myself in the 
middle of the street in Wicker Park just going crazy. 


Who was the first person you told? 
I called my mom first. I was like, “You can’t tell anybody, 
but I have to tell you.” 


And how did she react? 
She was at work ... she was like, gasping for air. 


Once you were on the show, did anything surprise you? 
Just being there is really surreal. It was really crazy ... 


Were you nervous cooking in front of the cameras? 
Oh, my gosh, yes. I don’t even know if “nervous” is enough 
{to explain it]. I was very, very tense. 


So did you do anything special to relax, to get in the zone? 
If there was a glass of wine available, I might have drank 
that. [Laughs.} No, I don’t know ... you know... keep 
breathing and trying not to throw up. 


One of the reasons people watch “Top Chef” is to see those 
behind-the-scenes meltdown moments that everyone 
has—even really talented people—but you usually don’t get 
to see. Tell us about your biggest kitchen disaster. 

Oh, gosh ... I was trying to light a pilot last year on the 
stove [at Between] and I was blowing on it ... blowing on it 
... blowing on it ... and it finally lit—and it [singed] most of 
my hair and my face and on top of my head. 


Was there a big fireball? 
I don’t remember. ... I was like, “Oh, my gosh, that was 
really hot!” And then I smelled my burnt hair. 


If you weren’t cooking in Chicago, where do you think life 
would have taken you? Would you still be working your first 
job out of college, as a park ranger? 

I don’t see myself anywhere else, but I guess I’d still be trek- 
king around Death Valley, showing people the lowest point 
in the Western Hemisphere.

But has she 
learned nothing from “Top Chef” about the perils of 
offering a mediocre duo—or worse, a “trifecta”’—when 
one great dish will do? The curried lobster bisque 

was such a thick mess of cream spiked with an 
overpowering amount of cumin that even if everything 
else on the plate had been superb, it wouldn't have 
mattered.

A meal from Radhika Desai’s 
Wicker Park kitchen reveals a gap 
between reality and reality TV

One of the great ironies of Bravo's “Top Chef” is that it’s all about 
food, and we never get to eat. We get attached to contestants because 
we like their attitudes, their passion, their faux-hawks—just never 
because we love something they cook. 

This season, we had a chance to change all that. Chicago contestant 
Radhika “Rad” Desai is in the kitchen six nights a week as executive 
chef at Between Boutique Cafe and Lounge in Wicker Park—and as 
of last weekend, you could walk right in on a Saturday night without 
a reservation. 

We sampled a handful of dishes from Desai’s new seasonal 
menu to see for ourselves how her food might fare on “Top 
Chef.” We almost wish we hadn’t. Some things, it seems, are “a ‘ 
better left to TV. > 


Spicy mantou burgers ($12) 
Here, Desai channels Richard from Season 4 
(Chicago), who inexplicably managed to work 
ras-al-hanout (a Moroccan spice blend) into 

two of the first three dishes we saw him cook. 
It’s to good effect. We happily would have 
munched the Moroccan-seasoned frites that 
accompanied these little bao bun sliders all 
evening—especially since the sliders themselves 
were laced with so much paprika we could 
hardly finish them.

These micro-chops were the one 

dish we tried that might have won over Tom Colicchio, 
aman who prizes clean flavors and consistent 
execution.

(witness Camille’s pineapple upside-down-elimination 
cake of Season 3). Unfortunately, dessert challenges 
usually don’t come around until a few 
episodes into the season, and by that

Drumming is all about multi-tasking, and multi-tasking may as well be Wilco drummer Glenn 
Kotche’s middle name. 

Besides playing with Wilco, the Albany Park resident also logs time as a solo artist (he released 
his last record of compositions for percussion, “Mobile,” in 2006), a studio musician, a member of 
On Fillmore and Bang on a Can All-Stars, a collaborator with the Kronos Quartet, a contributor to 
Modern Drummer magazine, and lots more. For his show ‘Tuesday at the Harris Theater, Kotche 
will perform solo works from “Mobile” — including his narrative piece “Monkey Chant”—and team 
up with local classical outfit eighth blackbird for a wide variety of instrumental works, including the 
debut of Kotche’s new piece “Double Fantasy.” : 


By phone from New York, Kotche, 37, spoke to us the morning before Wilco’s performance on 
“The Colbert Report.” 


“Tm hoping just [singer Jeff Tweedy will] do the interview,” Kotche said. “I don’t want to go up 
against Stephen.” We promised to go easy on him.

Speaking of “Monkey Chant,” how difficult would it be to teach 
monkeys to chant? 

{Laughs} You’re asking the wrong guy. My niece is a zoologist; I 
can e-mail her and get back to you. 


If she says it’s easy, perhaps you could get some to join in 

Tuesday night. 

Yeah, it’s more of a metaphorical take on that. [Laughs} It’s not 
so much about the actual monkeys. And the monkeys in the story 
are actually a monkey army of warriors. So you'd have to do a lot 
more than teach them to chant, right? You'd have to teach’em to 
handle weapons and take orders. 


Would you worry they’d attack the audience after the perfor- 
mance? 

I'd worry that they’d attack me if they were on stage. They might 
not like my take on the story. 


When you perform solo, do you do any improvisation, or are the 
pieces rehearsed down to every note? 

Just by the nature of performances, it can never be fully 
rehearsed. Any improv that happens in these performances is 
structured improvising. There’s room for changes, there’s room 
for doing something for 10 seconds or for 2 minutes. What I do 
within that time can change within certain parameters. I do free 
improvise in shows separately, but that’s different. With these 
shows, I’m trying to not just make it a drum solo. I’m trying to 
make it solo percussion. And actually play music. 


But some people say, “That’s not what people are looking for ina 
drum solo.” How much do you think people expect solo percus- 
sion to turn into a crazy, Alex Van Halen-style thing? 
I don’t think anyone goes to a solo drum performance hoping to 
see a drum solo for 45 minutes or an hour and 15 minutes. Besides 
other drummers. And if that’s the case, they can go to a drum 
clinic. 

There are plenty of drummers throughout history that can 
get on stage and show their technical brilliance on the drumset. 
That’s what a drum solo means to me: going up and flexing your 
chops and showing what you can do, technically. And it’s not so 
much about making a musical statement or playing a piece of 
music. ... The drumset as a solo musical instrument that’s capable 
of playing tunes and songs and pieces of music that appeal to a 
broader range of music lovers—I don’t think that’s been explored 
enough. 


What inspired you to write a piano arrangement of Common’s 
“On the Corner,” and what are the chances you'll be on stage rap- 
ping along with the pianist? 

OK... second part of the question, no chance. [Laughs] I’m a 
drummer not a rapper, and I don’t think anyone wants to see me 
rap. Most of all me. 


How would it work to do it the other way around? To have a rap- 
per turn one of your instrumentals into a rap? 

{Laughs} Umm, gosh. I don’t know. There are very few songs I 
can imagine that being possible to do to. Just because there’s a lot 
of stuff going on. But there’s some tunes on my record that are all 
rhythmic based, so I don’t know. I don’t think any rapper you’d 
find would be interested in doing that. 


Famous last words. 
Yeah, well, maybe. I certainly wouldn’t be opposed to hearing it.

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Some people can’t lick 
an addiction to lip balms

He thought about it all the time. He had to 
have it. If he went too long without it, his need 
for a fix consumed him. 

Kevin Crossman was a lip balm addict. A 
sweaty, obsessed, quivering addict. So much 
so that he founded Lip Balm Anonymous. 

Now he’s clean. 

“Tt’s been about 33 years, six months and two 
days,” Crossman said. “I went cold turkey.” 

Crossman is just one of millions who are 
quite attached to their lip balm. According 
to ACNielsen Co., sales of lip balms grew last 
year to more than $378 million. 

Dr. Marcia Driscoll, a clinical associate 
professor of dermatology at the University of 
Maryland, says lip balm addiction is real, if not 
a bit surprising. She recently asked some resi- 
dents on her staff about it, and three of them 
pulled lip products out of their pockets. She 
said to herself, “This might be more common 
than I believe.” 

Indeed. On Facebook, 192 groups are dedi-

cated to lip balm, many of them addiction-ori- 
ented. Balm companies, well aware of people’s 
predilections, have started packaging the 
tubes in packs of two or three to capitalize on 
what’s often an impulse purchase, the Drug 
Store News reports. 

Crossman, who’s a Web site manager in 
San Francisco, said his addiction started with 
cherry-flavored ChapStick. 

“It wasn’t very cool to have pinkish lips, but 
I couldn’t help it,” he said, adding that before 
he quit, he was using dozens of times a day and 
that his lips felt naked without it. 

Lip Balm Anonymous hit a nerve. People 
from all over the world have visited the Web 
site, and although Crossman hasn’t been 
actively updating it for years, people are still 
tracking him down to talk about it. 

Even so, Driscoll doesn’t think there needs 
to be so much drama associated with chapped 
lips, which is an issue she deals with a lot as a 
dermatologist. She estimates about 80 percent 
of her cases are women. 

Unfortunately for balm addicts, causes for 
the chapping of lips come from all corners. 

Wind, sun, cold and dry air can wreak havoc 
with the lips. It’s a problem that can strike any

time of year, but particularly during the colder 
months when the air is chilly and dry. 
According to the Mayo Clinic, breathing with 
an open mouth is a trigger, as is dehydration. 
Driscoll blames cosmetics above all else 
for the large number of women who suffer 
chapped lips. Lipsticks, glosses, moisturizers 
and even seemingly medicinal balms contain 
numerous ingredients with the potential to 
irritate, she said. 
Driscoll also points the finger at lip licking. 
“You get a little dryness, you start licking 
and you could end up with dermatitis of the 
lip,” she warned, “which can spread all around 
the mouth.” 
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Get your fix 


What does a normal case of 
chapped lips look like? Usually the 
lips are red and they’re flaking or 
scaly. Sometimes there’s cracking. 
Patients describe pain, especially 
when consuming foods with a lot 
of acid such as tomatoes or orange 
juice. Here are the recommended 
treatments: 


Aquaphor and Vaseline 

Dr. Marcia Driscoll, a clinical 
associate professor of 
dermatology at the University of 
Maryland, recommends Aquaphor, 
an over-the-counter treatment. The 
gooey ointment, without fragrance 
or irritating additives, comes ina 
tube. She also endorses Vaseline, 
or any simple petroleum jelly. 


Dr. Dan’s Cortibalm 
Dr. Dan’s is a lip balm 
in a tube designed 

by a dermatologist. 

It contains 1 percent 
hydrocortisone, an 
active ingredient to 
help healing that’s not 
found in Aquaphor or 
Vaseline. The brand 
isn’t easily available, 
but it can be ordered at 
drdanslipbalm.com. 


SINWa “aid [Ab 
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Sunscreen 

Doctors and the Mayo Clinic 
recommend people apply lip 

balm with sunscreen before going 
outdoors. The sun’s rays are as 
damaging in the winter as they are 
in the summer. 


Hydrate 
Drink plenty of fluids and consider 
using a humidifier. 


Avoid 

Driscoll advises people steer 

clear of balms with phenol, 

lanolin, parabin and anything 

with a fragrance or a “botanical.” 
“People can have allergies to 

plant ingredients.” Phenol, which 
is found in some balms, gives a 
soothing effect at first, but it also is 
an irritant that promotes peeling of 
the skin, she says. 


Seek treatment 

If chapping is severe and doesn’t 
respond to treatment, Driscoll 
and other doctors advise seeing a 
dermatologist.

‘Top Chef’ really 
cooks in 5th season 


“Top Chef” isn’t resting on its well-deserved 
reputation for being one of TV’s best reality 
competition shows. 

The Bravo hit’s “Top Chef: New York” edition, 
debuting at 9 p.m. Wednesday, adds just enough 
inventive new flavors to keep it tasty. 

“Shooting in New York lent itself to a lot of just amazing things 
that New York has to offer. You know, a lot of different ethnic 
cuisines,” judge Tom Colicchio said during a call with journalists 
Friday. “That sort of worked itself into the challenges at a lot of 
different locations.” 

He’s right—and it lends a lot of excitement to the opener. The 
culinary melting pot begins immediately, when the cheftestants meet 

on the New York Harbor ferry going to Governor’s Island, where 
they compete in the first quick-fire challenge (more on that in a 
minute). Later in the episode, they visit neighborhood markets all 
over the city to complete the elimination challenge in which they 
go head-to-head against one another to make various ethnic dishes. 
“T was so excited for it to be in New York. I really was,” host and 
judge Padma Lakshmi, who lives in New York, said during the call. 
“T’m very proud of this show for ... really looking at the city.” 

The cheftestants come from wide-ranging backgrounds. 

Stefan, an obvious standout, was born in Finland, trained in 
Switzerland and Germany and now works in the U.S. He’s going to 
be the guy people love to hate, because he’s good—and he knows it. 
He immediately bonds with an Italian, Fabio, who is chef-owner of 
Cafe Firenze in California. Chicago’s Radhika Desai (see pages 18- 
19), executive chef at Between Boutique Cafe & Lounge, adds to the 
mix with her Indian background. 

Speaking of Desai, let’s talk more about that quick-fire challenge. 

Being in the Big Apple isn’t the only delightful twist in the show, 
now in its fifth season. 

During the first quick-fire challenge, the 17 competitors are 
whittled down to eight when they race to peel 15 apples with a 
paring knife. The four losers then race to fill two cups with perfectly 
diced apples. The final four then are challenged to make some kind 
of apple dish in 20 minutes. 

Then, for the first time ever in a quick-fire challenge, the loser is 
sent home. Without unpacking, without even seeing the cool “Top 
Chef” pad in Williamsburg. 

“T loved that quick-fire,” Lakshmi said. “It was a long day. It was 
a hot day, but it was so much fun to watch these guys go at it. You 

know, it’s a relay race. It was great.” It looks like fans can 
expect the same from “Top Chef: New York.”
